The driver of the truck, while se ­ 
verely cu t by flying glass, in declared 
to have continued t# L ittlestow n, and 
stood by with the other com panies 
to render assistan ce if called upon.

T he actual blaze a t the 
fp u n t was handled by the hom e com* 
pany exclusively and was under con­ 
trol in tw enty-five m inutes from the 
tim e of its discovery'. 
The intense h ea t of the fire caused 
sm all blazes to break out on the m ain 
building of the p lant th re e different 
tim es, but the Littlestow n C om pany 
had the fire so well under control at 
the tim e the o th ers arriv ed th a t they 
played no actual p a r t in th e fighting 
of the flames.

Forces. 
M rs. 
Bayly left the U nited S ta te s 
in F eb ru ary , 1922, and since th a t tim e 
has been to u rin g in the Holy Land and 
C ontinental Europe.
